Continuation of 3. NOTE: no basis for entry of added language 'pseudo-realtime', 'downstream transmission' each of claims 21 , 28 and 35 
when prosecution is closed and language appear to be new issue as not previously argued as amended by proposed language. The Office 
does not agree at this juncture that prior art lacks stated process of added language. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Substitue specification is denied entry due to priority claim being denied as in final. Noteworthy again as stated 
during interview is that preliminary amendment touted as evidence of correction of priority also ADDED claim to a previously unclaimed 
application thereby being an improper and untimely priority claim for the added provisional application. As such, the entirety of the 
amended priority claim in parent application was improper including the correction of typo since the amendment to correct priority of one 
cannot be removed from the other in same amendment by Office since amending/correcting priority requries correction by Applicant. The 
correction of priority remains correction in parent as stated in final in order to correct priority herein. Thus intervening prior art including 
Kerr remains relevant until parent is corrected. Transmittal data sheet remains not being a proper form to claim benefit of a prior 
application as previously noted in record in action , mailed 8/20/08. 

Finally, the remarks of cited amendment request allowance on claims in present application where priority in parent and herein has not 
properly been established, as such any patent that could be allowed at this juncture would invite parties to invalidate based on improper 
priority.
